SUMMARY OF BILL:     Proposes to amend Article III, Section 17; Article
VI, Section 5; and Article VII, Section 3; of the Constitution of Tennessee
relative to the popular election of the Secretary of State, Attorney General and
Reporter, State Treasurer, and State Comptroller of the Treasury.

The foregoing amendment shall be referred to the l04th General Assembly and
this resolution proposing such amendment be published by the Secretary of
State in accordance with Article XI, Section 3, of the Constitution of
Tennessee.

ESTIMATED FISCAL IMPACT:

Increase State Expenditures - $20,000 One-Time

Assumes a one-time cost of $20,000 to the Secretary of State
to print notice of the proposed amendment in certain
newspapers as required by this resolution.
